==) Firſt, As to what concerns the Advancement of the Glozy of God, That their conſtant Endeavozs ſhall 
be, To pꝛomote the Pꝛeaching of the Goſpel there, and to advance the Power of true Religion and Holineſs; and, 
That God may be ſerved and woꝛchipped acco2ding to his minde revealed in his 302d, With Pꝛotection and all 
due Countenance and Encouragement therein to the People of that Nation, from thoſe in Authoꝛity under the Par⸗ 
lament, 


Secondly, They do Declare, As to what concerns the Freedom to be eſtabliſhed to the People there, and the Secu- 
rity to this Commonwealth to be had foꝛ time to come, That Scorland (hall and may be incoꝛpoꝛated into, and become 
One Commonwealth with this of England ; whereby the ſame Government that ts eſtabliſhed here, and enjoyed by the 
good People of this Nation, under the Free State and Commonwealth of England, as now ſetled without King oꝛ 
Houſe of Loꝛds, may be derived and communtcated unto them, with ſuch convenient ſpeed, as the ſame can be made 
pzacticable amongſt them. 


Ihirdly, They do Declare, As to Satisfaction and Reparation, that they intend and expect, koz the vaſt Expences 

and Damages Which this Commonwealth hath already undergone, by reaſon of the Pnvalion in the year One thou-

| ngland to, foꝛ their own Defence; and, The late Invaſion by the Army under Charls Stewart; and, Foz and towards the 

leſſening the future charge of this Commonwealth, All the Lands, Houſes, Goods and Revenue whatſoever be- 

longing to the ſatd Charls Stewart, pꝛetended King of the Scots, o2 to the Crown oz State of Scotland; and, All the 

Eſtates whatſoever, Real o2 Perſonal, of thoſe who did Invade England, under Duke Hamilton, in the year One thou- 

fand ſir hundꝛed fo2ty eight, oꝛ were adviſing, contriving oꝛ pꝛomoting thereof, oz in any way ayding, abetting o2 al- 

ſiſting thereunto ; o2, Who were in Arms under the laid Charls Stewart, oz were any Way ayding, abetting oz aſsiſting 

to him in Scotland: o2, Who did With the ſatd Charls Stewart lately Invade England, oꝛ Were ayding, abetting oz alsiſt⸗ 

ing thereunto; oz ſince the ſame have raiſed Arms, oꝛ been Pꝛomoters, Abetto2s oꝛ Alsilters thereof, in pꝛoſecution 

of the ſaid In vaſton; oꝛ in Oppoſition to the Fozces of the Parliament of England remaining there, Shall be Confiſ- 

cated and Foxfeited to the uſe and benefit of the Commonwealth of England; Except ſuch who have, ſince the Battel 

of Dunbar, on the Third of September, One thouland fix hundzed and fifty, deſerted the ſaid Cnarls Stewart, and not bozn 

— Arms lince againſt the Parliament; As allo ſuch, whole Merits and Services to this Commonwealth, have, oz 
ſhall render them capable of being taken into a moze Favozable conſideration by the Parliament. 


Fourthly, The Parliament do Declare, That all ſuch perſons of the Scotiſh Nation, as are not compꝛehended 
within the fozmer Qualifications , but have kept themſelves free from the guilt of thoſe things which have compelled 
this War, and ſhall now, upon the Diſcovery of their own true Intereſt, be diſpoſed to Concur with, and pzomote the 
Ends fozmerly and now Declared by the Parltament, Shall be taken into the Pꝛotection of the Parliament, and en- 
joy their Liberties and Eſtates, as other the Free People of the Commonwealth of England. 


Nd koꝛaſmuch as the Parliament are ſatisked, That many of the People of Scotland, who were Uaſſals 02 Te- 

nants to, and had dependency upon the Noblemen and Gentry, (The chief Actoꝛs in theſe Pnvaſions and Wars 

againſt England) were by their Influence dzawn into, and have been involved with them in the lame Evils It 
is hereby Declared, That all thoſe who are already, oꝛ (hall within Thirty days after the publication hereof, on this 
ſide the River Tay, and within Thicty days after publication Hereof beyond the River Tay, and within Thirty days 
after the publication hereof beyond the River Spey, put themſelves under the P2otection of the Parliament of the 
Commonwealth of England, and confoꝛm themlelves to their Government and Regulation , Shall not one!y be par- 
doned foꝛ all Acts paſt, but be ſet free from their fozmer Dependencies and Bondage-ſervices , and, Shall be admit- 
ted as Tenants, Freeholders and Heritozs, to Farm, hold, inherit and enjoy from and unter this Commonwealth, 
Pꝛopoꝛtions of the ſaid Confiſcated and Foꝛfeited La ds, under ſuch eaſie Reats and reaſonable conditions, as may 
enable them, their Heirs and Poſterity , to live with a moꝛe comfoztable Subſiſtence then koꝛmerly, and like a Free 
People, delivered (thzough Gods goodneſs) from their fozmer Slaveries, Uaſſalage and Oppꝛelsions.
